DECISIONS. 


The following decisions were made by 
the court of appeuls, consisting of Bro- 
thers Adams, Chase and Jones, at its 
first session, held March 30, 1875, viz: 

57. Under section 1, article 17 of the 
by-laws of the national grange, the mas 
ter of a state grange must first suspend 
an offending grange before the master of 
the national grange can revoke its char- 
ter, 

58. The master of the state grange 
must forward to the master of the na- 
tional grange notice of such suspension, 
together with the evidence in the case.

59. Past-masters, and the wives of 
past-masters, are not members of the 
state grange, and cannot reccive the fifth 
degree therein.
